W hen a hole is m ade with a 
spade the surrounding soil is left in 
its bard condition.

They 
are cram ped in the tight q u arters of 
the hole and cannot pierce the stir 
rounding hard wall of earth. 
With 
dynam ite a large clean hole is blasted 
nut. and, in addition, the soil on sill 
sides is loosened for five or six feet. 
When tile tree is planted the young 
and tender roots force their way with 
out effort through the crevices, suck­ 
in g .up nourishm ent, and commence to 
grow from the m om ent they are set 
w ithout any retardation w hatever. 


Old Time Personally Conducted Tour.

but he liked b etter the peculiar flavor 
of th e W estphalia article. 
His n am e 
was Bismarck. 
In th e y ea r 1870 
B ism arck 
was 
again traveling through 
Gnetersloh, 
this tim e as chancellor. 
King William 
was 
with 
him. 
W hen 
th e 
train 
stopped th e prim e m inister called out 
genially to the crow’d th a t had come 
to m eet them : 
**Ts th e re any one who can get us 
some pumpernickel with b u tter?” 
As a nu m b er of reporters w ere pres­ 
e nt when thi* query w as m a d e the for­ 
tune of th e Guetersloh 
black 
bread 
was made, and it speedily becam e the 
fashion all over Germany. 
T h e craze 
for W estphalian pumpernickel spread 
far and wide, cunningly furthered by 
the bakers who now baked for export 
only small one-pound loaves, for the 
purpose of m aking it look “m ore like 
a delicatessen,” a s they say.

Guetersloh 
were 
worldly 
wise, 
for 
from 
th e 
sam e 
kneading-troughs th e r e go into 
the 
oven first th e huge loaves (certain of 
th ese th a t go to th e farm-houses often 
weighing half a hundredweight) and 
then, shaped of w h a t is left, the tiny 
loaves th at are wrapped In paper and 
exported to all parts of th e world to 
be sold a t a delicatessen.

Passionately fond of na­ 
ture, he w as no less devoted to art. 
To him photography w a s a pastime. 
It w as not his profession.

ing them in the earth up to their necks 
to perish of th irst and hunger. 
T h e custom cannot be said to have 
been general us late as the d ate given, 
for th e Ja p a n e se records prove th a t in 
the tim e of the E m peror Suinin (97-30 
IL C.) th e burial rites of royal person­ 
ages w ere so modified as to partially 
abolish form er cruelties. 
Speaking of 
a young brother of Suinin. who died 
and had his retinue btvv»J standing 
around his grave, th e old record says: 
“ For m any days they died not, but 
w ept and cried aloud. 
At last they 
died. 
Dogs and crow s assembled and 
ate off th eir heads. 
T he em peror’s 
compassion w as aroused, and he de­ 
sired to change the m anner of burial. 
W hen the em press died. soon after, the 
mikado inquired of his officers if some­ 
thing in the w ay of a change could 
not be suggested, and one proposed to 
inako clay figures of men and bury 
them as substitutes.” 
T h a t this did not entirely do aw ay 
with th e form er custom is proved by 
an edict issued in the year 640 A. D., 
the d ate given first above, which for­ 
bade th e burial of living persons and 
provided a penalty for fu rth e r adher­ 
ence to th e aw fu l rite.—S L Louis R e ­ 
public.
